^^()f other thousands of readers of tlie 
D e m oc r a t , ihe following dispatch 
from Lorain, ()., to the Cincin­ 
nati Lniquirer is reproduced : 
Miss Alice vSteller, residing- on 
Washington street, this city, is in 
receipt of a letter from George 
Steller. her b rother, who, at pres­ 
ent, is in the employ of the Alaska 
JMining company putting in stamp­ 
ing mills for separating ore and 
quartz. 
In the letter to his sister 
^ he tells of his ex periences in the 
prospecting b usiness. 
lie went on one trip with a 
party of three others to a part of 
the country very near the Klon- 
Hyke mines, and his severe ex peri­ 
ences are apt to b e duplicated b y 
some of the gold luinters this sea- 
V 
son. 
The party reached the gold 
'^((ields after a tedious journey. 


t Thev found it necessary to take 
4ib out 
5^00 worth of provisions 
with them. 
A portion of the way 
they had a couple of donkeys to 
drag their loads, while for a long 
distance they had to take their pro­ 
visions on sleds, pushing and draw­ 
ing them b y hand. 
^ 
They were successful in finding 
large (piantities of gold, and, after 
staking out valuab le claims, started 
home with a large quantity of gold 
dust, which they carried in b elts. 
W hen 
they 
came to 
the 
pass 
through which they had to go to 
Juneau, their headquarters, a se­ 
vere storm came on. 
No one can 
travel in these storms, and they 
were compelled to stop and b uild 
^ huts . 
They were ob liged b efor^^ 
camping 
to 
throw 
away their 
gold, 
as 
its 
weight 
was 
too 
much 
of 
an 
impedi- 
i 
inent to their progress, and later 
they had to throw away part of 
their provisions so that they found 
it necessary to go b ack to an In­ 
dian camp, which they had seen on 
the road, and there they partially 
recovered from the effects of the 
V storm. 
During this time several of the 
party had died, and the others had 
b een 
partially frozen. 
The two 
surviving memb ers of the party 
reached home without their gold, 
and poorer b y the value of their 
provisions. 
Besides the dangers from the ele­ 
ments he reports a very rough class 
of men in the mining regions. ISlr. 
I 
Steller is well versed in Alaskan 
mining, and in the letter advises 
his relatives to remain in Ohio.

Mr. II. W . Harris is a young 
'jian who has b een to the Ivlondyke 
^ region and is 
wnlling to try it 
’ again. 
In fact he leaves for the 
land of snow and gold today. 
Mr. 
' Harris’ ex perience in Alaska is ot 
‘ especial importance just now from 
the fact that when he entered tiie 
^ country in 189 5 he went through 
the mucli talked ot Chilkoot pass 
and made his way to the coast 
^ again b y the same route. 
The 
^ Chilkoot pass, as is b ecoming gen­ 
erally knowm, is the shortest \yay 
to the gold fields, and is engaging 
the attention of those determined 
to reach them b efore winter. 
^ 
‘T did not see,” said Mr. Harris 
last night, ‘The rows of b leaching 
b ones along Chilkoot pass that 
i' some seem to think can b e foum 
? there. 
I did not see the b ones of a 
dead man all the time I was in the 
region, which was a year.” 
The young man said, however, 
that he had seen the b ones of sev­ 
eral dogs which had b een sacri- 
^ficed b y hungry miners. The great 
and almost only 
really 
serious 
drawb ack, according to Mr. H a r ­ 
ris, is the lack of provisions and 


the difficulty of getting them into 
the country. 
Ilesaitl it was not a 
rare occurrence at all for miners to 
eat their dogs, b ut that he had 
never tasted dog ilesh himself.

Mr. Harris starteil to the gold 
ffeltls in company with four others 
in vSeptemb er, 189 :;, and went from 
Seattle to Iiineaii. thence to Cliil- 
% 
cat, then up the Chilcat ri\er ten 
miles, where they ab andoned their 
b oat and marched tiirough Chilkoot 
fiass, a distance of thirty miles, to 
Lake Linderman. 
Mr. Harris’ ac­ 
count of the met hod of travel shows 
what a dillicult matter it is to get 
into the gold country \\ ilh taiough 
provisions to last any grcait length 
of time. 
“ W’e were rowed b y Indians.” 
he said, “ from Chilcat to a }3oint 
ten miles up tlic river in a canoe 
eight feet wide, dug out of a single 
pine log. 
1 b “re we landetl. ami 
with twenty-five Indians to carry 
our provisions and other supi'ylies, 
we started through the pass, 
ddie 
Indians carried seventy-live pound 
loads on their b acks b y means of 
straps fastened around their heads. 
It took us ten davs to make the 
thirtv miles. 
At Lake Linderman 
we maile a raft and poled it nearly 
all the way to our destination. 
“ You understand,” Air. Harris 
said, “ that while the Chilcat and 
the Chilkoot riv'ers ilow south, into 
the b ay, 
the vlivide is near the 
coast, and after that is passed the 
rivers 
flow 
north 
tow'ard 
the 
^ib ikon. 
W^e 
reached 
the 
gokl 
fields on Forty Mile creek near the 
dividing line b etween Alaska and 
British Columb ia, 
in Novemb er. 
W'^e b uilt a log hut and 
lined it 
with the skins of three hears wt‘ 
had shot on our way up, ami otiu-r 
furs we had acquired, and we pass­ 
ed the winter verv comfortab ly. 
In April we went to work at placer 
mining and lab ored four months, 
which was practically all summer, 
and were taking out ab out .^.25 a 
day, when our provisions showed 
signs of giving out, so three of the 
five liad to return to civilization. 
Tlie other two are there yet.

“ Ab out provisions this time?” 
said Mr. Harris. 
“ Oh, we know 
more ab out that now. 
We are not 
taking any canned goods at all. b ut 
plenty of b acon, b eans, flour and 
saccharine. 
The value of saccha­ 
rine is not genendly known, b ut an 
ounce of it is ectual to twenty-five 
pounds of sugar, ami it is a most 
desirab le thing to take on such an 
ex pedition. 
“ We came b ack with dog teams 
late in Novemb er, when the winter 
had set in, and we had some pretty 
cool traveling, b ut those dogs, after 
having gained the reputation of 
b eing the laziest teams on earth 
while on the way to the gold fields, 
as soon as their noses were turned 
toward Juneau fairly flew. 
“ Alaska, 
as you know,*' said 
Mr. Harris, ^‘ex tends in a 
long 
neck along the Pacific coast 
b e­ 
tween the ocean and the British 
possessions, and it is on this neck 
or rather on 
the islands near the 
coast that x Maska’s principal cities 
are situated. 
Sitka is on Baranof 
island, while Juneau is on the main 
land, just across the strait 
from 
Douglass islaml. 
This island is al­ 
most entirely of a low grade of ore 
which is mined with profit.

Indian origin, Mr. Harris said, b ut 
he did not know what they sig­ 
nified. 
He was after gold and not 
scientific data. 
Mr. Harris will go to Alaska in 
company with Dr. Grove, of this 
city. 
They will try the Chilkoot 
pass and attempt to reach the gold 
fields b efore winter.
